Many will think that a scene re- 
quiring so many ‘reli 8 must 
be quite magnificent;a kind of pa- 
horamic spectacle like the massive 
groupings in ‘‘The Birth of a Na- 
tion’’ or ‘‘Intolerence,’’ Griffith’s 
two former produetions. Contrary 
to this, the scene upon which so 
much time was spent, is neither 
elaborate or magnificent, and still 
everyone who sees it, will realize 
why so much time was consumed 
on it, and why the great director 
attached so much importance up 
on it. 

It is said on good anthority 
that for two years, Mr. Griffith 
planned to get the particular ex- 
pression, he sought from’ thé faces 
of talented juvenile players, Lil- 
lian Gish and Robert Harron, Un- 
warned, probably nobody “wonld 
single out this one scené™~ as the 
work of nearly two year, yet ev- 
erybody will note the expression 
of reverence on the faces’ of the 
two players as Mr. Harron slips 
the band of gold on the slim fin- 
ger of Miss Gish, and-looking up- 
ward, says: ‘‘If we are taken, 
God will know that we died man 
and wife.’’ 

This scene was rehearsed two 
years ago, in fact, it-waS‘the first 
scene rehearsed and the: last to be

‘*He was like a child with a new 
toy,’’ says Miss Lillian Gish. ‘‘I 
never have seen him happier than 
when, ‘‘on that afternoon,:he sent 
for his cameraman, and. ‘secured 
the scene just as he had wanted 
it.’’

After 
each were sworn in to their respec- 
tive duties, they were introduced 
by the speaker, advanced to the 
chair shook hands with the speak- 
er and then took their seats. 

from the Throne 

Edmonton, Feb. 4—The govern- 
ment’s programme ‘of health leg- 
islation, labor bureaus, increased 
school grants, and increased con- 
struction of roads, bridges dnd 
buildings was outlined by Lieut.- 
Governor Brett in the speech from 
the throne at 3 o‘clock this after- 
noon, as follows. 

Mr. Speaker and members of teh 
Legislative Assembly: It gives me 
great pleasure to elcome you to 
this, the second session ‘of the 
fourth legislature of the Provice of 
Alberta. 


Since we last met the struggle - 


of Great Britain and_ the allied 
countries against the common en- 
emy has, through Divine Proyid- 
ence, come to a victorious conelu- 
sion, nd the untiring efforts of all 
the people of teh allied countries 
have been croned with success. 
In this world wide struggle, Al- 
berta’s part throughout the four 
and a half years has been an hon- 
~ orable and important one, through 
the sacrifices of 45,000 of the flow- 
ef of manhood, and through the 
efforts of the civilian population 
to support the army across the 
seas, 

During the coming yer we will 
hve the priviledge of welcoming 
home the’sons and daughters of 
Alberta, who on war-stricken bat- 
tlefields throuhgout he world, have 
been upholding the cause of civ- 
ilization. My government feels 
however, that our duty goes far be- 
yond the actual welcome of our 
returned men and that a great re- 
sponsibility devolves upon all clas- 
ses of citizens to aid in the great 
work of the rceonstruction period 
which has commenced. Amongst 
other steps to be taken by my go- 
_ vernment to assist in the general 
scheme of demobilization will be 
the establishment of a bureau of 
labor for the purpose of creating 
employment offices in all the larger 
centres of the prpovince. These 
offices will be in touch with the 
general employ ment situation of 
the province, and by co-operation 
with the employment officials who 
have recently been appointed thru- 
out Canada it is hoped that retur- 
ning men will be placed in civilian 
life as quickly as possible after 
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the province, yet the in in 
mixed farming products was #ufi- |) 
ciently large to offset any 

balance compaed ‘with the year 
1917, 

The epidemic of influenza from 
which the province suffered in the 
latter part of 1918 has been I re-} 
gret to say, uncommonly ‘sévere 
particularly in the most sparsely 
settled sections of the province. 
Strong measures for contending 
with this disease were undertaken 
by the government, and the 
did. co-operation of the boards of 
health, as well as all Peper of 
citizens throughout the province, 
has had the effect of checking the 
epidemic and redueing the toll 
of life. This experiende ‘brings 
clearly in view the need of further 
health and sanitation laws».and 
regulations throughout the prov- 
ince. To this end legislation will 
be brought before you for consid- 
eration, which will have the object 
of bettering these conditions: gen- 
erally, and. giving the matter of 
health administration a more :pro- 
minent part in the public service 
of the province. 

You will be asked to consider 
other important legislative meas- 
ures, including the giving of a 
larger measure of assistance’ to 
educational work through the me- 
dium of a liberal increase in schdol 
grants, provision for an increased 
construction programme covering. 
public roads, bridges and build- 
ings, the extension of toll and rur- 
al telephone lines throughout the 
_provinee, together with institut- 
ional and other works:of a public 
nature, The practical cessation of 
these works since the beginning of 
the war, renders it. necessary that 
a comprehensive programme of 
work be carried on this year, it 
is also the hope of my government 
that employment will thus be giv- 
en to a fair proportion of the un- 
employed. 

As arranged during the last ses; 
sion of the legislature, the prime- 
minister together with other mem- 
bers of my goverment, attended 
interprovincial conference at Ot- 
tawa to discuss the question of the 
transfer of the natural resources to 
the prairie provinees. Although 
no definite decision was reached 
by the Dominion authorities, inti- 
mation was given by the acting 
prime minister of Canada that de- 
finite proposals would be made in 
the connection within a short time. 

The public accounts for the last 
fiscal year will be laid before you, 
as well as estimates for the am- 
ounts required for expenditure du- 
ring the_coming year, all prepared 
w ith due regard to economy and 
the requirements of me public 
service. 

Ladies and gentlemen of the le- 
gaslative assembly I now leave you 
to the business of the session, ‘ha- 
ving full confidence that your de- 
liberations will be divinely guided 
to the best interests and welfare 
of the province. ,

Seed Importation Regwations

Canadian farmers and garden- 
ers are protected from the evils of 
seed 


planting inferior of many 


kinds of crops imported from oth- 
er countries. By an order-in-coun- 
cil that came into effect 1 autumn, 
importation is prohibited of unfit 
seed of clovers, grasses, vetches, 
}rape, other forage plants, field 
root and garden vegetables in lots 
of ten pounds or more. 

In Pamphlet 8-12 of the Seed 
Branch of the Departmeut of Ag- 
riculture at Ottawa, and obtainab- 
le from the publications branch, 
junfit seed is described as that
